The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: None of the 
references of record teaches or suggests the claimed method for forming a 
semiconductor including the steps of forming a conductive region on the first conductive 
spacer and the first layer of isolation material, the conductive region contacting the first 
and second conductive spacers to make an electrical connection; or planarizing the 
layer of insulation material, the conductive spacer, and the layer of isolation material 
until they have a substantially planar top surface; or etching the layer of isolation 
material to form an isolation spacer that contacts the sidewall of the conductive spacer, 
and a hole that contacts a side wall of the isolation spacer; and forming a layer of 
conducting material in the hole and to contact the layer of insulation material and the
